Congress is Hard at Work on 
New Acts. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—Mr. Harrison, 
from the committee on territories, re- 
ported favorably a bill legalizing and 
validating the general laws of Washing- 
ton territory for the incorporation of in- 
surance companies, and declaring that 
all such companies heretofore incorpo- 
rated under such laws have been legally 
incorporated. 
It passed.

Van Chaak, of Wisconsin, presented a 
protest from the executive board of 
Knights of Labor cf Milwaukee against 
the passage of the bill. 


Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, regard- 
ed the whole bill as a fraud and all 
amendments as simply aiding to carry 
out that fraud. It professed to be a bill 
in the interest of the farmer, while in 
fact it wrs a bill in favor of grasping 
dairymen around the great cities, who 
notoriously wateied their milk and made 
nasty butter for the people. 


Mr. Hammond moved to strike out the 
proviso that in case any manufacturer of 
oleomargarine commences business sub- 
sequent to June 80, in any year, a 
special lax shall be imposed from the 1st 
of July and shall be $500. 


Mr. Butterworth was in favor of mak- 
ing olesmargarine to sail under its true 
colors, but he was not in favor of taxing 
it out of existence. 
From its inception, 
oleomargarine has been a corsair on the 
sea of commerce. It had not for an hoar 
sailed binder its own flag, but congress 
might as well tax cream gravy out of ex- 
istence because it limited the use of bat- 
ter on bread.

Steiam Battery^-Soldiers in Camp. 


When the dens of the Anarchists were tm- 
earthed in Chicago, after the riot, enough 
explosives were found to blow up the state 
of Illinois if it could have been got into the 
right position. 
The police discovered the 
main one of the poor wretches' hidden lairs one 
day shortly after the mob. 
They said noth- 
ing to anybody, but that night at 2 o'clock, 
the stillest hour of the twenty-four in a city, 
they made a descent on the Anarchists. 
Several of them were sleeping in the house, 
crowded together. 
With their shaggy hair 
and beard and shabby clothing they looked 
not unlike w^ves. 
A young artist named 
Brown had a picture in the National Acad- 
emy of Design, at New York, last year, 
called simply "A Socialist" 
It represented 
a man with long teeth, fierce eyes and 
bristly, long, red hair and beard. The pic- 
ture was a remarkable one. And really, 
there was a particular fitness in representing 
the Anarchist with the fiery red hair and 
beard. 
That color seemed to add to his dan- 
gerous crazy expression. 
One of the An- 
archists captured by the Chicago police was 
clad in a suit of red flannel underclothing 
from head to foot 
In the old days of belief 
ill magic and witchcraft it was said that 
black and crimson were the colors of the 
evil one. 


DYNAMITK 
MACHINERY. 


The red fln,nnnl person was caught in the 
very heart of the dynamite factory. 
In the 
house were found the articles shown in the 
illustration. 
At the upper left hand corner 
is seen a glass bomb. 
The wire at the top is 
to fling it by. 
It was eight inches in di- 
ameter and full of explosives. 
The double- 
dyed fiendishness of the'thing is shown in 
the fact that it contained not only a terrific 
explosive, but was made of glass to do twice 
as much damage when it was shattered. 
Another object found was an arrangement 
for the manufacture of dynamite. 
An un- 
gainly iron pot had a cylinder of sheet zinc 
and copper fitted over it. 
It was of the 
rudest, simplest character, but amply equal 
to the task of holding the devil's broth of 
glycerine and nitric acid which the Anarch- 
ists were accustomed to brew therein. 
The 
cylinder was four feet high. 


Dynamite paper cartridges, one of which 
is also seen in the picture, were among the 
things in this remarkable .find. Light the 
fuse at the end, throw it from a house top 
among a squad of soldiers, bloated capital- 
ists or policemen, and away it and they 
would go, into kingdom coma 


C A M P AT 
CINCIXNATI. 


The Chicago riot at once put other large 
cities on their guard. 
Preparations were 
made by authorities to deal uith a possible 
uprising in various states; in view of the 
great eight hour strike of May 1. Matters 
look<Hl threatening 
in Cincinnati where 
30,()0i) men were out on strika 
It may bo re- 
marked that it vould be a mistake to con- 
nect the strikers with the dynamiters, as a 
rule. 
It would be another mistake to con- 
nect the strikers officially with the Kuights 
of Labor. 
But the classes that hang upon 
the raggied edges of civilization are always 
on hand, in any uprising, to work mi.->chief. 


In Ohio, at the very beginning of the 
strike. Governor Foraker sent four regi- 
ments of soldiers to Cincinnati to quell any 
possible outijreak. One of them was the 
famous Fourteenth, Ohio National Guard, 
from Columbus, that did such stern work 
in the court house mob in 1884. They had 
already grappled 
with rioters. 
The sol- 
diers were stationed within easv call of Cin- 
cinnati. Some were at Burnet Woods, three 
miles from city hall. 
Others were camped 
in the armory, near the court house thai 
was, but is not any more, but most took up 
their quarters at the picturesquo town of 
Carthage, seven 
miles away. 
They en- 
camped upon the county fair ground, where 
the wooden sheds alreaily provided afforded 
them shelter. 
Two railroads pas-? through 
Carthage and enter the very heart of Cin- 
cinnati. 
In fifteen or twenty minutes these 
would have conveyed the troops to the scene 
of the riot, if there had been any. 


STEAM BATTERY. 


But the most deatlly as well as the moet 
picturesque preparation for the Anarchists 
was that made by the Eighth battery. 
Four 
pieces of artillery were loaded upon an open 
freight car of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railway. 
Fires were started in the 
furnace of the locomotive engine, steam was 
made and kept up, the engineer was seated 
in his cab, tlie fireman was stationed at bis 
post 
The car with the cannon upon it was 
hitched to the engine. The men of the Eighth 
battery f;tayed close to this strange train 
night and day. 
At the first signal by tele- 
graph the engine would have gone shrieking 
and tearing like mad into the city and in a 
time ahiiost unlielievably short the guns 
Would have been trained upon the rioters. 


It is thoiighi that these stern precaution« 
prevenbvi scenes like those in Chicago. 
Ti;e 
mayor had 500 extra policemen patroling 
the str ets. 
The authorities say they know 
for certain ih«t 600 Anarchists and dyna- 
miters were already drilleit to begin worlc.

punishment to those submitted to it. 
For 
some crimes it is said to have a wholesome 
effect on the offenders by advertising their 
faces so they become afraid to attempt 
the perpetration of similar offenses again.

The whipping post is used for wife beaters 
probably on the principle that "like cures 
like." Of course there is a strong diversity 
of opinion even in Delaware ns to the value 
of retaining this old relic of English criminal 
law. 
The following letter from Fr. derick 
Douglass, in answer to an inquiry put to him 
regarding the advisability of flogging wife 
benters, T\ill be of interest in this connec- 
tion: 


D E A R SIR: 
If for any offense in the world 
a human bf^ing should be stripped to tho 
wa st and lathed till his warm red blood 
should stain the earth beneath, it is the 
offense of subjfcting his wife and the mother 
of bis children to that torture; but 1 am not 
sure of the wisdom of this sort of retaliation 
In resor ing to flogging something more musf 
be thought of than the just punishment of 
the offender. We must consider tlieefTeet. 
upon the man thus punished and the man 
who is required to administer the pimisb- 
ment, aiul if we succeed in whipping the 
brute ou of the one and at the same time 
only whip the brute into the other, little has 
been gained to humanity and decency by 
the operation. 
I know of fe\v thin'^s better 
calculated to blunt and destroy nil human 
sensibilities than tearing the livin?^ fle-h of a 
man with a blood-elotted cowskin. The man 
who does it is unfitted for all moral and 
human influence, and diffuses bruta ity in 
every brenth. 
Sad, indeed, it is for the 
world if only by flogging can men l)e made 
to refrain from l>eating their wives. 


Coming from a condition of slaverv as I 
have, where evervtbing was done by the 
whip, I have perhaps a greater horror of 
flogging than I might otherwise have. 
Bo 
this as it may, I would try many other ex- 
l)eriments Vjefore I would resort to tho 
whipping post as a remedy for wife beating. 


I write in haste, but I have said enough to 
indicate m}- views on the point upon which 
you have done me the honor to ask my 
opinion.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Mr. Harrison, 


from the committee on territories, re- 
ported favorably a bill legalizing and 
validating tbe general laws of Washing- 
ton territory for the incorporation of in- 
surance companies, and declaring that 
all such companies heretofore incorpo- 
rated under such laws have been legally 
incorporated.

It professed to be a bill 
in the interest of the farmer, while in 
faotitwrs a bill in favor of grasping 
dairymen around the great cities, who 
notoriously watered their milk and made 
nasty butter for the people. 


Mr. Hammond moved to strike out the 


proviso that in case any manufacturer of 
oleomargarine commences business sub- 
sequent to June 80, in auy year, a 
•peoial lax shall be imposed from the 1st 


of July and shall be $800. 


Mr. Butterworth was in favor of mak- 


ing olesmargarine to sail nader its true 
colors, but he was not in favor of taxing 
it ont of existence. From its inception, 
oleomargarine has been a corsair on the 
sea of commerce. It had not for an hour 
sailed under its own Hug, but congress 
might as well tax cream gravy ont of ex- 
istence because it limited the use of but- 
ter on bread.

SKETCH OF SOME OF THEIR'MA- 


CHINERY FOUND AT CHICAGO. 


PlotiireHfiuo Preparations For Them at 
-Cincinnati, Where They Were Looked 
. For, itut 1)1(1 Not Come to Tlm«—A 
Ste'tim Battery—Soldien In Camp. 


When the dena of the Anarchists were un- 


earthed ' in Chicago, after tho riot, enough 
exploiives were found to blow up tho state 
of. Illinois if it could. haye been got into the 
right position. The police discovered the 
inain one of the poor wretches' hidden kirs ono 
day shortly after tho mob. 
They said noth- 


ing- to anybody, but that; night afc 9 o'clock, 
the stillest hour of the twenty-four in a city, 
they made a descent on the Anarchists. 
Several of them wore sleeping In. tho house, 
crowded together. With their shaggy hair 
and beard and shabby clothing they looked 
riot unlike wolves. A young artist named 
Brown hfid a picture in tho National Acad-' 
emy.of Design, at New York, last year, 
called simply. "A'Socialist" It represented 
a man with long teeth, fierce eyes -and 
bristly, long, red hair and beard. The pic- 
ture was a remarkable one. And-, really; 
there was a particular fitness in representing 
the Anarchist "with the fiery red hair and 
beard.' That color seemed to add to his dan- 
gerous crazy expression; One of. the An- 
archists captured by the Chicago police wria 
clfid in a suit of red flannel underclothing 
from bead to foot .In the old days of lieliof 
in magic and witchcraft it was said that 
black and crimson were the colors of the 
evil one.

DYNAMITE JIACHmERT. 


The ird fltiuuol person twas tuugut iu the-, 


very heart of the dynamite factory. •Intiio 
house were found the • articles)sboWu in the 
illustration. At Iho upper loft hand corner 
is seen a glass bomb. The wire at tho top is 
to fling it by. It was eight inches in di- 
ameter and full of erpl&sives. The double- 
dyed fiendish ness of the* thing is shown in 
tho fact that it contained not only a terrific 
explosive, but was uiadd of' glass to do twice 
as much dnmngo whon- 'it -was shattered. 
Another objuct found was 'ah 'arrangement 
for the nmuu fact lire of dynamite. An un- 
gainly iron pot had a.cylinder o£ sheeL ssino- 
and copper fitted lover-'it'-i It Was of the 
rudest, simplest character, .but amply eqiial 
to the tnalt of holding the devil's broth of 
glycerine and nitric acid which the -Anarch- 
ists were nrr.nstomerl to brow theroin. Tho 
cylinder was four ieot ulgh. 


.Dynamite paper, cartridges, one of which 


Is also seen in. tho picture,- wore among the 
things iii this romarkublo.fiiid.' Light, the 
fuse at tho end, throw it from a house top 
among a squad of soldiers, blu'dtud capital- 
ists or policemen, and away it and thsy 
would go, into kingdom come. 


CAMP AT CIMUINNATI. 


The Chicago riot at once put other large 


cities on thpir guard. .Preparations worn 
made by authorities to deal «ith a possible 
uprising in various states^ in view of tho 
great eight hour-strike of May 1. Matters 
looked 
iliruateuiug in ' Cuaeinuati where 


30,1100 men were out on strike^, It may be re- 
marked that it vould be a mistake to con- 
nect tlm strikers with the 'dynamiters, as a 
rule. It would bo another -mistake to con- 
nect .tho strikers ofllcialty with the Knights 
of Labor. But tlio' classes that hhngupon' 
tlie ragged cages of ciyilixation are always 
on hand, in any uprising, to work mischief. 


In Ohio, at'tho very'' beginning: of the 


strike. Governor Forakor sent four regi- 
ments of soldfm-s to Cinciunati to quell any 
possible outbreak. One of them was tho 
famous Fourteenth, Ohio National Guard, 
from Columbus, Ihat did'smih stnrn work 
in thy court house mob in 1SS4.1 Thoy had 
already grappled with rioters.' Thu sol- 
diers wore stationed within easv call of Cin- 
cinnati. • Some wore at tfurnot WooJs, three 
miloi from city hall. Others were cumped 
in the armory, near the court house that 
was, but is not any more, but most -took up 
Lboir qunrtura at the'picturesque town of 
Curtha^o, Ktiven miles away. They en- 
camped upon the county fair ground, whore 
the'wnndcit.sheds aiready provided afforded 
them shelter.. Two railroads pas* through 
CarlhaKe nnd enter the very heart of Cin- 
cinnati. 
In fifteen or twenty minutes these 


would liave convoyed the troops to the scene 
of the riot, if there had been any.

STEAM BATTEHY.

picturesque preparation for tho Anarchists 
was that made by thu Eighth battery. Four 
pieces of 'artiliorj- wrro loaded upon nn open 
froighi -car of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton railway.

furnace of tlio locomotive engine, steam was 
inado and kopt up, the onginror was soatod 
In.his cab, thu limn/m. was stationed at his 
post .; The car with tho cannon upon it wns 
hitched to tlm engint). "Tho inoiio'f'thii Eighth 
battery Mayi-d c:los*j to this stranp^o train 
night and day.

The 
pillory is ueod for the perpetrators of petty 
offense!>, and is an exceedingly humiliating 
punishment to those "submitted to it. For 
some urimos it is said to have a wholesome 
effect on tho offenders by advertising their | 
faces, so they become afraid to attempt 
the perpetration of similar offenses again. 


FLOGGING A WIPE BEA.TER. 


The whipping post is used, for -wife beaters 
probably, ou the principle that "like cures 
like." . Of courso.thofe is a, strong diversity 
of ppiuton even in Delaware ns • to the value 
of retaining this old relic of English criminal 
law. The following letter from Frederick 
Douglass, in answer to an inquiry put to him 
regarding the advisability of flogging wife 
beaters, will be of interest in this connec- 
tion: 


DEAtt SlR: If for any offense in tbe world 


a human bairiE should bo stripped to the 
waist''and lathed till his warm red blood 
sbo'iild' stain tbe earth beneath, it is the 
ofr&ise of subjecting his wife and the mother 
of his children to'thud torture; but I am not 
suro of tho wisdom of this sort of retaliation. 
In resorting to flogging something mo™ musf 
bo thought'of than tho just punishment of 
the- offender. 
"VVe must consider tlio effecft 


upon tbe man thus punished and the • man 
who Is required to administer tbe punish- 
ment, and if we succeed in whipping the 
brute ou of tho one and at the same time 
only whip Hie brute into tlio other, little hns 
been gained to Humanity and decency by 
the'operation. I know of few things better 
calculfltcd to'blumrand destroy nil Immtm 
sensibilities than tearing the living hV^h of a 
man with a blood-clotted cowskin. Tbe man 
who doen II is unfitted for all moral and 
human influence, and diffuses brutaMtydn. 
uvury breatb. Sail, indet-d, it is for the 
world if only by flogging can men be mode 
to refrain from beating their wives.
